In aftermath of a fiery crash 


Elba residents Wesley DeVane and Johnn 
Senn jeopardize their lives to save another

A three vehicle accident on 
Alabama. Highway 87 in Pike 
County claimed the, life of one 
person Friday night, Nov, 12, 
while “above and beyond” 
efforts of two Elba men most 
likely spared the life of another. 

At approximately 11:30 p.m. 
Friday, Nov. 12, two vehicles 
collided head-on about three 
miles inside 
Pike County on 
Hwy. 87 with a 
third vehicle

Dale Cobb said he feels certain 
the accident would have also 
claimed the life of 22-year-old 
Justin Andrew Wilks of Opp. 
For that, Cobb has nominated 
both _DeYane and Senn to 
receive life saving awards, 

DeVane and Senn were trav- 
eling with their wives and 
Senn’s son after attending the 
Elba vs. Calera football game 
earlier in the evening. DeVarie 
said they met a vehicle travel- 
ing at a high rate of speed, and 
it shook his vehicle when they 
“met. ; 

Seconds later, De Vane said he 
looked: in his rear view mirror 
and noticed smoke boiling 
under a street light. At that 
point, he said he felt like that 
vehicle had collided with anoth- 
er, and he immediately turned 
his car around to go check. 

When they arrived at the 
scene, DeVane said the front of 
Wilks’ truck was on fire. Senn,

When the two men reached 
the vehicle, they immediately 
jerked the door open to get to 
Wilks. DeVane said he had his 


_ Seat belt on so he reached to 
release the belt, but they, still 


could not get him out. His left 
ankle was hung under the brake 
pedal. By this time, the fire was 
making its Way into thé-cab of 
the truck, so, he said; “we just 
jerked him at that point.” 

“T had him by one shoulder 
and Johnny had him by the 
other, and we started walking 
away,” DeVane said. 


They had not taken many 


steps when the fire caused an 
explosion at the truck. 

“Just five more seconds and 
that boy would have burned,” 
said DeVane. 

He said gas from the vehieles 
was allover the road and those 
fumes soon ignited. At that 
point, DeVane said he and Senn 


picked Wilks up and began rots 
ning with him. 

“That was probably one 0 
the scariest moments in m 
life,” Senn said. “It was by th 
grace of God that we all ma 
it. That's where the creédi 
goes.” 

While DeVane and Senn wer 
working to save Wilks’ lif 
their wives waited. Dawn 
DeVane said they could not $ 
their husbands, and when 
truck exploded she looked 4 
Johnny’s wife, Melanie. Th 
were horrified. Then reli 
came seconds later when they} 
saw Wesley and Johnny running 
from the fiery scene ‘carrying 
Wilks. 


“I couldn't just sit there and ° 


listen to him scream from his 
burning truck,” DeVane said. “T 
had to do something.” 

DeVane and Senn both said 
they regretted not being able to 
do anything for the other vic- 
tim, but it appeared ‘the impact 
of the crash resulted in immedi- 
ate death. As of Tuesday, the 
accident remained under inves- 
tigation by the Atabama State 
Troopers office, and the name 
of the fatality victim still was 
not being released. 

Senn and DeVane visited 
Wilks at the hospital over the 
weekend, and they said it was 
great to see him doing better... 


“Looking back, you realize/. 


how close it could have been for’ 


all of us;" Senn said. “I’m just 
thankful he’s:{Wilks) all right.” 

In his nomination, Cobb said 
DeVane and Senn did what 
most people would not dare 
attempt to do. 

“Without regard for their own 
safety they jeopardized their 
own lives to help save the life of 
someone whom they did not 
even know,” he said. “I feel that 
these individuals are very 
deserving of the life saving 
awards ‘and should be recog- 
nized for their heroic efforts.”

By early 1917, most Russians blamed the Tsar 
personally for the disastrous situation, Unable 
to continue, he abdicated on. March 15, 
Almost immediately, the new government 
arrested Nicholas, Alexandra, and their children. 


Even though the war was universally unpopu 
lar, the new government continued fighting, 
failing to understand the depth of opposition 
among the troops. That summer, nearly, 


neither the army, nor the people, would sup 
port them and surfendered to the communist 
leaders, The Soviet Union was born. 


The following spring Anastasia, her parents, 
two sisters, and brother Aleksey were taken to 
the Siberian town of Ekaterinburg. On the

Fall alera 27-26 
Elba ousted in overtime

The Elba Tigers came within one play of pulling off the upset of 
the season last week in the opening round of the Class 2A high 
school football playoffs. but instead watched as Calera turned a 
busted play into a two-point conversion in overtime as the Eagles 
escaped with a 27-26 win over the Tigers. Fnday night in Calera 

The loss left Elba with a final record of 4-7, while Calera 
improved its record to 11-0) with the win and advanced to second 
round action 

Elba received the opening kickoff, but it was Calera that would 
turn the kick into points as the Tigers fumbled the squib kick and the 
Eagles Paul Delbridge scooped up the loose ball and rambled 21 
yards for a touchdown, The extra-point attempt was blocked, but 
with only 11-seconds gone into the game Calera was already on top 
6-0 

The Tigers appeared to score on their first play from scrimmage 
when LaRay Williams pulled in a short.pass from Brandon Kelley 
and raced down the sidelines 69 yards into the endzone. However, 
the Tigers were flagged for a holding penalty near midfield and the 
ball was brought back to the Elba 37-yardline, and the points were 
wiped off the board 

Calera returned a pass interception to the Elba 35-yardline two 
plays after the touchdown, was nullified and seemed ready to blow 
the game open ‘tarly, but the Elba defense refused to budge and 
turned back the scoring threat one play later when the Tigers’ Chase 
Boutwell pounced on a fumbled pitch-out 
+ The Elba'offense failed to move the chains on its ensuing posses- 
sion and was forced to punt. but got a break when the Eagles were 
flagged for running into the kicker, and then converted on a fourth 
down and one at the Elba 45 when fullback Ryan Gibbs bulled for a 
three-yard gain up the middle. Brandon Kelley connected with Tiger 
wide-receiver Mason Gulley on a 52-yard pass play on the next play 
from scrimmage, and on the next play Kikko Logan scored on a 1- 
yard run to put the Tigers on the scoreboard. Brandon Kelley 
sneaked over for the two-point conversion and with 5:54 remaining 
in the first quarter the Tigers were on top 8-6 

Calera began its next possession at midfield and behind the.run- 
ning and passing of Terry’Green moved to a first down at the Elba 
28-yardline. Green gained 16 yards on two carriés and completed a 
halfback pass for 8 yards on the short Eagle drive. However, the 
Elba defense again rose to the challenge and on regained possession 
on downs back at the Elba 33-yardline 

Two plays Jeft-the Eagles facing a third down and 15 back at the 
Elba 38, but this time the Eagles converted as on the third down play 
Mike Watts'completed a pass along thé sidelines to David Lacey. 
Lacey rambled to the Elba 8-yardline, where a hard hit knocked the 
ball loose, and the ball went straight into the arms of teammate Terry 
Green, who fought his way/into the endzone for a touchdown. A 
two-point conversion failed and with :38 remaining in the first quar- 
ter Calera'was back on top 12-8 

The Tigers began their next possession at their own 31-yardline, 
but quickly moved to the Eagle 28 as Kikko Logan got the call on 
two straight plays and responded with nuns of 8 and 33 yards. Elba 
reached a first down at the Calera | on,a 6-yard run by Ryan Gibbs, 
but could get no closer, and on fourth down Evan Tewicame'in an 
booted a 43-yard field-goal to cut the Calera ‘lead to 12-11 with 
10:00 remaining in the sécond: quarter 

The two teams played give-away on the game's. next three pos- 
sessions as the Eagles and Tigers combined to lose three fumbles on 
the games next five snaps. Elba’s Jessie Thigpen recovered an 
Eagle fumble at the Calera 34 and Stefaun Burks made a recovery 
at the Eagle 43. However, the Tigers failed to turn either of the 
tumovers into points and was forced to punt three plays after after 
the second recovery : ; 

Calera put the ‘ball in play at its own 4-yardline after a 35-yard 
punt by Elba’s Brandon Kelley and stunned the Elba defense by 
covering the 96 yards in only six plays to extend its lead. A 73-yard 
scamper by David Lacey was the key play in the long scoring drive, 
while the touchdown came on a 5-yard run by Mike Watts, Corey 
Turmbloom kicked the extra-point and with 3:32 remaining in, the 
half Calera owned a 19-11 advantage: 

The Tigers fumbled the ball] back to the Eagles at the Calera 40- 
yardline on their next offensive seriés, but got the ball back three 
plays later when Trey Davis alertly pounced on a backwards pass at 
the Eagle 32 

Elba moved to the Calera 23-yardline on a 7-yard pass. from 
Brandon Kelley to LaRay Williams, but came‘away empty-handed 
when on fourth down a 40-yard field-goal try by Evan Tew fell far 
short. and at halftime the Tigers went in trailing 19-11 

Calera’began its first possession of the second half at midfield and 
behind the running of Terry Green moved to a first down at the Elba 
10-yardline. Green ‘gained 28 yards on three cares to lead the 
Eagles down the field, only to see the Tiger defense again rise to the 
challenge and knock the Eagles back as on fourth down at the 23 an 
incomplete pass ended the Eagle scoring opportunity 

Calera reached the Elba 28-yardline on its next possession and 


once again appeared ready to extend its lead, but the Elba defense + 


again refused to. allow the Eagles into the endzone and led by the 
play of Carlos Aruz knocked the Eaglés back to near midfield to 
force 4 punt 

The two playoff nvals went three and out on the-game's next three 
offensive senes as both defensive units remained in command, and 
it was the Elba defense that pumped life back into the Tigers’ offen- 
sive attack when Kikko Logan recovered a Calera fumble at ‘the 
Eagle 48-yardline with 5:34 left on the clock 

A 9-yard gain by Brandon Kelley and a 2-yard run by Ryan Gibbs 
gave the Tigers a quick first down at the Eagle 37, but the next three 
plays gained only four yards and Jeft the Tigers facing a fourth down 
and six at the 33. Mason Gulley made a leaping catch for a 12-yard 
gain to give the Tigers a new set of downs at the 21-yardline, and 
one play later Brandon Kelley kept on an option and raced 26 yards 
for a touchdown. The Tigers needed to convert on a two-point con- 
version to pull even, and did just that a5 on the two-point play

Rabid animal found in Basin 
Community of Coffee County 


The Coffee, County Health 
Department this week reported 
the confirmation of the fifth case 
of rabies in an animal for 2004 in 
Coffee County, 

This most recent case was con- 
firmed in a dog in the Basin 
Community of Coffee County. 
The other cases confirmed earlier 
in the year consisted of three rac- 
coons and One cat. 

In addition to having dogs and 
cats immunized annually by a 
vélerinarian, the following pre- 
ventative measures will help min- 
imize exposure to rabies: 

* Avoid sick or strange-acting 
animals. A wild animal that 
appears friendly, docile or 
approaches humans, should be 
avoided. Nocturnal animals, such 
as raccoons and bats, that become 
active in the daytime may be sus- 
pect, * Do not touch, pick up or 
feed wild animals or unfamiliar 
domestic animals; * Do not leave 
i Da nl 


pet food outside, [It encourages 
strays and wild aninvals to entet 
the community environment; * 
Do not attempt to “rescue” seem 
ingly abandoned baby wild ani 
mals nor injured domestic ani 
mals.
